Political nmchlnea are almost as old as the 
republic. So Is the fight aeitln.sl them by 
citizens Interested In honest government. 
With passing time political bosses have had 
to learn craft and suavity In order to survive 
and maintain their corrupt and powerful 
organizations. 

The Athena affray wouldn't have occurred 
In the Memphis domain of Bo.ss Ed Crump, 
whoiie candidates for state office swamped 
their opponenl,5. Only in bush-league, hot- 
headed, badly-dlsclpllned political machines 
are we likely to find elections punctuated by 
gunfire today. 

Yet perhaps It Is more than coincidence 
that this riot took place In the south— par- 
ticularly In Tennessee — and that an almost 
solid array ol veterans was lined up agaln.-it 
the ruling county organization. 

For one thing, the south Is undoubtedly In 
a state of political and social ferment. Even 
where reactions are reactionary, a.-s In the 
elections of Eugene Talmadge and Theodore 
Bilbo and in the recent lynchlng.i. feeling Is 
high and opposition Is strong. 

There Is determined opposition to the fed- 
eral reattlmiatlon of the Negroes' right to 
vote. Yet labor union orKanlzers are movlnff 
In with greater confidence on the country's 
stronghold of low wages. And while opposi- 
tion here la also stroni^, there is enough sup- 
port to lend the unions courage and to 
prophesy their partial success, at lea.st. 

Southerners are chafing nRQlnst the con- 
tinued bonds of one-party rule. And it may 
be significant that this recent riot took place 
In the homeland of Boss Crump, whose local 
organization vlrtijally dominates the stale. 

It might be surmised that thousands of 
veterans In the south have found a different 
viewpoint after returning from the different 
environment of army and navy life. Their 
concerted political (and military) action at 
Athens tends to support that suggestion. Yet. 
In the midst of healthy reforms, they might 
take care that they do not perpetrate a cor- 
responding evil. 

After the Athens riot Charles Bolte. young 
national chairman of the American Veterans 
committee, called on all former Qls to make 
Jt their business from now until November, 
at every primary and election, to see that a 
fair count Is given to all candidates so that 
the practice of good government becomes a 
reality everywhere in America." 

This Is a noble sentiment, but It seems to 
contradict the AVC's earlier slogan of clt! 
zens first and veterans second. Honest elec- 
tions arc not the sole responsibility of the 
veterans. Neither Is reform government. Na- 
tionwide political action by veterans as vet- 
erans first anti citizens afterward might grow 
to be Just as bad as the present political 
boss Ism.

Today, twelve months after V-J Day, 12,000 more telephones are in 
service in Idaho than a year ago. In an average day 394,000 local 
calls are handled, an increase of 28 per cent.
